If in 
a single week nearly 7,900 persons can 
find means to set out on a journey lo 
the Western World, it is at least clear 
that a moYomont is in progress which 
needs no spocial government aid and to 
'keep it giing. But it is very doubiful 
whotbor this emigration touches tho 
classes who are supposed to noed it 
most. It is not the agricultural laborer 
nor tbo bercditary pauper of the towns 
who is barrjiog to Ltverpool with bis 
(acei^p the '\wept.' ' It is altogether au- 
biber claksri'robii'bly of the persons who 
crowded the ten steamers which left 
Liverpool last woek were from tbo great 
c'tiOH and tho maQut'actnring towns of 
Eni^land aud Oerinaiiy. Their emigra- 
tion is' the late result of the commercial 
panic. "There is iitte to earn and 
many to keep," and the ini: re energetic 
earners ore pushed to other inarkais 
with their labor.
